digest it and pass it into the blood. 
His doctors, who were among the most 
eminent in their profession, declared 
that there was no hope for him. As a 
last tribute of respect to his great 
mental powers, he was told the dreadful 
fact that bis hours en earth were num- 
bered. Being assured that tbe physi- 
cians could do no more for him, he 
courteously dismissed them, and decid- 
ed to make his last struggle for life by 
himself. 
He declined to take any med- 


icines, but sent for the food and^ drink 
whioh bis system or his palate craved. 
Since the doctors had informed the 
nurses that nothing could now ibjure 
tbe doomed man, all his desires were 
promptly gratified. 
His obituaries 


were ia type at all tbe newspaper offices. 
Tbe sorrowing public waited for his 
last statesmanlike utterances. 
Day 


after day it waa felt that his death was 
only postponed till the next night or 
the next morning. At length suspense 
was succeeded by incredulity, and in- 
credulity by delight. Charles O'Conor 
was not dead—be was not going to die 
—be waa steadily recovering."

Tlie Millennium at Hand. 


In tbe view of Edward Atkinson the 


millennium must be near at band. 
He 


pictures as follows the prospective sub- 
ordination of electricity to tbe varied 
uses ot rcan : 


"If we can send light over a wire ; if 


we can attach to the same posts another 
wire by which to transmit power by 
electricity, so that each farmer may 
perhaps keep a power on tap in his bare 
to cut his own fodder, churn bis butter, 
and do all the heavy work ; if we are 
able to accomplish here what is now 
being actually done in France, that is, 
operate an electrical machine by a small 
water power on the farm, and run the 
plows by the power developed by elec- 
tricity ; if these things begin to be ap- 
parent, that are so bewildering that 
one even gets mixed up in attempting 
to describe them, and is not quite sure 
what relation his parts of speech bear 
to eaoh other — why then perhaps the 
millennium of the economist is nearer 
at hand than it has been supposed to be 
— 'the time when intelligence and in- 
tegrity and a very moderate amount of 
labor will insure so good a subsistence 
that it will not pay to be rich.' "

Views of General John H. Palmer on 


the Constitutional Amendment. 


Illinois State Register. 


It is understood that upon this state 


of things thrte different opinions have 
supporters in the state. They are : 


1. That tbe terms of the present in- 


cumbents pf the offices of county judge, 
county clerk, and tbe others officers re- 
ferred to expire on the first Monday in 
December, 1881, and that their success- 
ors must be elected on the Tuesday 
after tbe first Monday in November, 
1881, by the people. 


2. That the terms of the present in- 


cumbents of the offices before men- 
tioned expire on the first Monday of 
December, 1831, but, as the laws fixing 
the time for holding elections for such 
offices by the people and the manner of 
conducting the same are repealed, an 
election by the people at the time des- 
ignated in tbe repealed laws is impossi- 
ble; and, therefore, tbe vacancies in 
snob offices which it is claimed will ex- 
ist after the first Monday in December, 
1881, must be filled by appointments, 
to be made by the governor. 


3. That notwithstanding tbe provi- 


sions of tbe eighth section of the tenth 
article of the -constitution of 1870, 
which fixes the tenure of tbe offices of 
county judge and county clerk at four 
years, and of the other offices at two 
years, there will be no vacancies in the 
offices referred to in the year 1881, to 
be filled by popular election or execu- 
tive appointment. 


In my view of the case, the first and 


second propositions have no support 
whatever. 


Without 
regard 
to tbe question 


whether the offices of county judge and 
county clerk will or will not become va- 
cant on the first Monday ic December. 
1881, a legal election by the people on 
the Tuesday after tbe first Monday in 
November, 1881, is impossible, because 
there is no law to authorize it. 


To those who assert that the people 


have an inherent right to elect officers 
of the class referred to, it is a sufficient 
answer to say that the people have not 
fixed that day for tbe exercise of the 
right. 


The second and third propositions 


may be disposed of together. 
It is not 


necessary to attempt to determine tbe 
full extent of the power of the governor 
with respect to appointments to offioee, 
for it will not be claimed that, under 
ordinary circumstances, his power ex- 
tends beyond that of filling vacancies 
in offices. 


No vacancy in the offices of county 


judge and county clerk will happen on 
the first Monday io December, 1881, 
even though no election is or can be 
held in November, because tbe tenure 
of the offices of judge and clerk are for 
four years, "and until their successors 
are elected and qualified." 


The provision that officers once elect- 


ad and qualified shall eontinne in office 
until their successors are elected and 
qualified is in the constitution as above 
quoted, and makes the right to hold the 
office until tbe successor is elected and 
qualified as perfect as the right to hold 
for the fixed term. 
It is easy, there- 


fore, to perceive— 


1. That for want of a law to author- 


ize an election on the Tuesday alter the 
first Monday in November, 1881, or 
any other day until after the first Mon- 
day of November, 1882, no election oan 
be held until the time last named for 
county judges and county clerks, and 


2. That as the terms of the officers 


mentioned is for four years and until 
their successors are elected and quali- 
fied, and as there can be no election 
until November, 1882, and no qualifica- 
tion of the persons elected until tbe 
first Monday in December following, 
the present incumbents will remain io 
office until 1882. 


The whole effect of the adoption of 


the constitutional amendment and the 
repeal of the election laws, is to post- 
pone the election and qualification of 
tbe successors of the persons now hold- 
ing the offices in question until 1882, 
and to leave them U possession, as pre 
scribed by the constitution, "until their 
successors are elected and qualified."

boarded for Kenney. 
I speak by the 


card and advisably when I say accom- 
modation, for-they jolt a fellow till he 
is hungry and make two stops between 
Maroa and Kenney for passengers to 
forage roasting ears to keep them from 
starving, 
Arriving at our destination, 


we found the town foil of people, and 
a successful ball in full blast. 
With 


eight comrades we took a hack for 
camp nearly a mile from the town, 
which place we reached about 10 o'clock 
at night. Here we found tbe Maroa 
cadets in oamp, also a number ef old 
veterans. 
After aome inquiry I found 


a tent filled' witb old comrades of the 
41st, where I met with a warm wel- 
come. 


Tbe oamp is pitched on the north 


bank of Salt creek. 
The camp equi- 


page consists of fifty wall tents from 
the St. Louis arsenal, and with a oamp 
experience of nearly five years it has 
seldom been my lot to tent on a more 
beautiful or pioturesqire camp-ground. 
Open, grass-covered, dotted with giant 
sugar trees, elms and sycamore, with 
clean white tents scattered among 
them, the rattle of the drum, the olear 
notes of the bugle, tbe camp-fires burn- 
ing here and there, all made up the 
perfect home of the soldier. 


Friday morning was oloudy with in- 


dications of rain. 
All the 41st boys 


walked to town for breakfast to save 
paying the oamp sharks the small sum 
of 20 cents for a square meal, whioh 
consisted of % small, water-logged pota- 
to with its eyes punched out and the 
sockets filled with Salt-creek sand. 


Soon after the crowd commenced to 


gather the rain began falling, sending 
people to the tents till they were full; 
while a great many went baok to town 
in the rain. About 10 o'clock the 
olonds broke,away, and people began 
pouring into oamp from all directions. 
A fair estimate placed the number at 
3,000. Wrth a number of old comrades 
from a distance we partook of • splen- 
did dinner with members of the regi- 
ment living in the vicinity who came 
with their families aod a well-supplied 
commissary. After dinner the exercises 
of the day commenced at a handsomely 
decorated stand on the north side of 
the oamp. The first thing in order was 
a welcome address, after which Mrs. 
M. L. Cain, of Decatur, recited "Sheri- 
dan's Ride." 
Music by the Maroa band 


followed, and then came "Tbe Star 
Spangled Banner," recited by Miss Ella 
Tapper. This was followed by Colonel 
Lynch, of Lincoln with a speech to the 
volunteer soldiers. 
Music followed 


again, and short speeches from others 
present; the one that drew the heartiest 
applause being by John Speneer, a pri- 
vate in tbe 41st. 
John had been there, 


and be knew what to talk about. After 
the close of tbe exercises proper every- 
body enjoyed themselves in their own 
way. 


One of the most touching incidents 


of the day to the few present was the 
visit, of Miss Tupper to the headquar- 
ters of the 41st regiment, and shaking 
hands with the members present. 
But 


few words were spoken, but the tear- 
dimmed eye of every veteran told in 
language more eloquent than words of 
their respect for their dead commander 
and the accomplished young lady in 
their presence who was only a child 
when her father fell in battle nineteen 
years sea on the historic and well-nigh 
fatal field of Shiloh. 


Another incident was the presence 


of old Jim, the horse that Col. MoClen- 
ehan rode through the war while in 
command of the 53d Illinois volunteen. 
Adjt Weaver, of the 41st, bought him 
at the close of tho war, and has,owned 
him ever since. Tbe horse is in good 
trim, and looki as if he could again 
march from Ottawa, 111., to the sea. If 
this should meet the eye of an Ottawa 
editor, he oan tell the 53d boys that 
MoClenehan's war-horse is still living, 
well-cared for, that he will be decently, 
buried when he dies, and that John 
Short, of Monticello, will place a tomb- 
stone over his grave to perpetuate the 
memory of old Jim. 


A card was read from a comrade liv- 


ing at Sioux City, Iowa, stating that 
tbe 3d Town volunteers would hold a 
reunion at Des Moinea this,fall. 
The 


3d was the crony regiment of the 41st, 
and no more gallant band of men ever 
bore their country's banner to victory 
on tbe battlefield than our well-remem- 
bered comrades ol tbe 3d Iowa volun- 
teen. 


If the crowd makes anything a suc- 


cess, then tbe reunion on Friday was 
successful. 
But tbe old soldiers d/.d 


not go for the big crowd; they went to 
meet eaoh other as comrades and broth- 
ers, to renew old friendships, to talk of 
scenes and incidents of the weary 
marches, and around the camp-firs* .of 
battles fought and victories won, of 
comrades who went down in the fight, 
and who have long since mouldered to 
dust, bnt whose memories shall be re- 
vered and held sacred while a comrade 
lives, or the republic ataod*. 


The organisations are in tbe unknown 


beyond, while here an a few scattered 
picket* nllutlj atroggiiDg in tbe bat- 
tle of life, mirug *t4ra.4M.t that 
oalb tbem to face tbe apfmoh of. tbe. 


silent enemy abat knows no defeat, and 
again join the ranks with the gallant 
and fiery Tupper, the chivalrous Long, 
of the brave True, of Tattle and Spoon- 
er, Cox, Ddbois, Huston and Jordan, 
and the boat of gallant spirits that an- 
swered thir last roll-call amidst the 
throbbing cannon and sharp rattle ot 
.musketry. Brave men, true patriots, 
comrades sball recount your heroid 
deeds until the drum beats the call to 
join your fast-filling ranks on the Ever- 
green Shore. 


Nor shall your glory be forgot, 
While fame her record keeps; 
Or honor point* tlie hallowed spot • 
Where valor proudly sleeps. 


The members of the 41st before 


parting resolved to hold a regimental 
reunion in Deoatur a year from this 
coming October, the day to be settled 
upon sometime in tbe future. 


Miss Tupper requested the photoos 


of the members of the regiment. John 
Hazel, of LaSalle county, will procure 
to' Chicago an album holding 200 pho- 
toes, and Capt. Thos. Weaver, of Ken- 
ney, will gather the pictures and send 
them with the album to Miss Tupper. 


The veterans present could not say 


enough in praise of the hospitable man- 
ner io whioh they were treated in De- 
catur last fall.

If 
money, wages, and the rates of profit 
are low, 
it must also be remembered 


that at the present level of prices wages 
and profits go much further than they 
did in years like 1872 and 1873.

Details of the Removal. 


LONG BRANCH, Sept. 7, 9-30 a. m, 


Tbe followiog official bulletin was ieeuec 
this morning, Sept. 7, 9 a. m. . The 
President slept the grc ater part of the 
night, awaking, however, as often as it 
was necessary to give nourishment 
which he took very well. The fever 
reported Jn last evening's bulletin bac 
subsided by 11 p. m. This moraing his 
temperature is normal, and he appears 
to have quite recovered from the fa- 
tigue of yesterday's journey. 
At vhe 


morning dressing tbe parotid abscess 
was found to be doing well, the visible 
part of tbe wound looked somewhat 
better. Pulse 106, temperature 98.4, 
respiration 18. The next bulletin will 
be issued at 6 o'clock this evening.

'WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—President 


•Garfield was removed from tbe mansion 
this morning to tbe special train at tbe 
depot which was to convey him to Long 
Branch. His removal w»s successfully 
accomplished, without any mishap or 
noteworthy inoident. 
Tbe entire route 


wai kept clear of vehicles by policemen 
stationed at every intersecting street. 
A number of people remained up all 
night outside the gates in front of the 
mansion, and by the time the convey- 
ance containing the president passed 
through the gates, about 150 persons 
had assembled to witness the departure 
and obtain a glimpse of the patient. 
When the presidential party reached 
tbe depot perhaps 2,000 persons bad 
assembled there. 
The crowd was very 


quiet and orderly, and the transfer of 
the president from the car was watobed 
in silence and with apparent solicitude 
lest some accident might occur. 


The president appeared greatly ema- 


ciated, and his face, though careworn 
and thin, seemed natural. At the de- 
pot and after the patient bad been put 
upon the conch in tbe oar, Gon. Swaim 
said the president had not been disturb- 
ed or disquieted in tbe least. At 5 40 
precisely be was carried from tbe sick 
room to tbe express.wagon, which had 
been backed up to the steps of the front 
portico by Drs. Bliss, Reyburn and 
Boynton, Gen. Swaim,Colonels Rockwell 
and Corbin and Messrs. C. 0. Rockwell 
and Warren Young, who remained with 
the patient during bis removal to the 
depot. The president was reclining in 
a peaceful position on the bed upon 
wbich for so many days he has been 
•suffering and fighting for life. 


His right band was laid upon bis 


breast, while his left hand was stretched 
at full length upon the coverlet. 
His 


high forehead was covered by a linen 
cloth, and bis features, though emacia- 
ted, wore a patient and resigned expres- 
sion. A small platform had been built 
Jrom the portico to the wagon, and 
• across this the bed was tenderly and 


carefully carried and placed in tbe 
wagon. There was no mishap whatever 
in the transit, and when the horses were

FOBT APACHE, Sept. 1.—Gen. Carr 


Col. Sixth Cavalry, left here Aug. 29th 
with troops D and E of the Sixth Cav 
airy and a company of Indian scouts 
105 men and 6 officers, intending to 
arrest'an Apache medicine man who 
had been endeavoring to get the Indians 
to break out. They reached Cibicue 
Creek, 45 miles west ot here at 3 p m 
on the 30tb. They found 600 Indians 
camped, and arrested the medicine man 
without resistance. The command then 
went a few miles from tbe main Indian 
village and camped. The pack train 
was unloaded, when tbe Indians began 
arriving from every point, but keeping 
along the range of bluffs, some 300 
yards off. Some Indian scouts having 
at this time left their own camp and 
came into the main camp, Capt. Bentig 
ordered them to leave. 
While doing so 


an Indian turned and fired, killing Capt 
Hentig instantly. Tbe fight then be- 
came general, and tbe troops formed a 
skirmish line, driving the Indians back 
some distance. The herders were killed 
>y the first volley, and the herd stam- 
peded. The fight began at 4 o'clock 
ind lasted nearly three hours, until 
darkness, when the Indians dr<w off 
toward their own camp. 
It was impos 


lible to tell bow many bostiles were 
dlled. A council was held and it was 
decided to be impossible to bold the 
losition against such a large force.— 
There was but one way outof the camp, 
through a bad canon. Tbe herd was 
ounded up, and it was found that D 
troop had iost 33 horses, E troop 8, and 
.he pack train 7 mules, and several 
>adly shot 
They hastily gathered np 


the dead and found seven men and an 
officer, Capt. Hentig, killed. They bur 
ed them within a tent of Carr's, which 
with everything but tbe saddles and 
immnnition, waa left on tbe field as a 
ilind to cover the retreat. Three badly 
wounded soldiers were placed on horses 
nd at 11 o'clock tbe command started 
n retreat tor this post.
